THE COMMONS. 

BIBKKIAIi SESSIONS. 

Mr. Bunster oamo forward to move that 
an humble address be presented to Her 
Majesty, praying tbut sha may bo gra- 
ciously pleased to reoommond that a mea- 
Bure be submitted to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment for the purpose of amending the 
British North Amerioa Act, 1867, so as to 
have a Bession of the Parliament of Cana- 
da onco in every two years, inf-toad of 
once ovory jear, aa at present exists, nn- 
le=s in oases of emergency, thus saviug 
the country 8350,000 a year, which sum 
\rould help the conatruotiou of tbePaoitio 
railway by many miles annually. 

Mr. Mackenzie and neveral hon. mem 
bers— "Drop, drup." 

Mr. Bunster said it was no doubt tha 
interest of some gentlemen to have tho 
matter dropped, as they would rather 
have moro numerous sessions than onco a 
year. The expenss of the Houaa of Com- 
mons, he said, was $300,000 a sospion, aud 
of the Senate 8200,000, and he wished to 
knovr whether the legislation wqb worth 
tho money. By having a session once 
every two years the sossional allowance 
and the mileage to members could be 
saved, and the Ministry could in tho in- 
terim carry on the affairs of tlio country. 

Mr. Mackenzie— Hear, hear. 

Mp. Bunster urged that tho money saT- 
ed should bo given towards the building 
of tho Paoiflc railway. 

Tlio Speaker put tho motion amid cries 
of "carried" and "lost." 

Mr. Speaker— Carried— (a pause)— in 
the negative. (Laughter.) 

THE PAOinO BAHiWAY. 

Mr. DeCosmos in moving for a return 
of every special and general report of the 
Chief Engineer and Acting Chief Engi- 
neer of the Canada Pacific railway, re 
spooling tlie cost of coustruoting tho lino 
of said railway, aaid there had been an 
impression that if the railway passed from 
St. Goorgo to Bute Inlet there would bo a 
groat increase in cost. Under iho circum- 
stances it was necesf-ary to got the report 
of the engineer before the House, so that 
tho interest, of the country might _ not bo 
aaoridced. They ought to consider the 
position of San S^auoisco to seo whors 
the Paoifio terminus of Canada ought to 
be.

The alterations absolutely ne- 
cessary for the reception of tho insane 
patients now here will cost 86,452 exclu- 
sive of the cost of a roservoir. Whereas the 
total expense of the alterations and addi- 
tions recommoudod by the Comruissionero 
who inspected tho building will bo some 
§36,000. Xho resident physician in his 
report to the Chief Commissionor of 
Lands and Works makes the assertion 
" that on the whole, the building in its 
present state seems to him a mad house 
of former times and not a modern hospi- 
tal for patiouts affected with diseases of 
the brain" — a prison rather than an asy- 
lum.

Franclis" states that Lord Derby told 
Count Shouvftloff, the Kusiian am- 
bassador at Loudon, that he would 
not attend tho congress unless the 
treaty of Sau Stefauo was submitted 
aud that Shouvaloff after consulting 
Gortachakoff replied that Russia would 
not consent — the congress itself decid- 
ing what ought to be examiued.

Mr. Hnmphreys rose to correct an 
article in the Colonist reviewing his 
speech. He had not stated that he took 
back all the hard things he had ever said 
against the Crown Colony Government, 
nor had he pronounced it perfaotion. 

INSPEOrOR OF -VIHES, 

Mr. Gordon moved for copies of in- 
strnctions (if any) issued to tho Inspector 
of Mines, with reference to his dutias 
under tho "Coal Mines Regulation Aot, 
1877;" also copies cif all correspondence 
between the Inspector of Mines and tlio 
Owners and Managers of Collieries in this 
Province, with reference to their oompli- 
anoo, or otherwise, with the provisions of 
said Coal Wines Regulation Act. The 
mover said the object of the resolution 
was to obtain evidence to deny the asser- 
tion of somo hon. members that the Coal 
Mining Aot bad been a perfectly useless 
piece of legislation. It had come to his 
knowledge that many of the provisions of 
the Act Lad been successfully carried out 
and ho thought the information asked for 
was desirable in order that the House 
might know in what man»er the proprie- 
tors of oolliories complied with the Aot. 

The motion passed.

Mr. Beaveu moved that thig House is of

The resolntion passed. 

INDIAN WlIiaKY SMUaaLINQ. 

Mr. Smith moved for correspondence 
with tho Dominion Government respeot- 
iug a roaolution that passed this House on 
tho 7th April. 1877, witli regard to the 
Dominion steamer Sir James Douglas 
being utilized, not only aa a tender for 
lighthouses and lightships, hut also to 
ant as n revenue cutter to prevent smug- 
gling of whisky by ludians. The mover 
said he was credibly informed that some 
00,000 or 70.000 gallons of Indian whisky 
were annually smuggled on the coast of 
British Columbia and that the orgies held 
by the natives were perfectly terrible to 
witness. Tho steamer alluded to was idle 
for several months during the year and 
he did not think she could bo better oc- 
cupied than in suppressing the nefarious 
tralBc amongst the Indiana. 
Tho resolution passed. 
Mr. Smith also moved that an humble 
address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieut.-Governor, praying His Honor to 
urge upon tho Dominion Government the 
ox))0ilienoy of having the Dominion 
stu.imer Sir Jiimes Douglas utilized, not 
only as a tender on lightships and light- 
houses, but also as a rovenno outtar on 
the coast of British Columbia, in order to 
prevent tho smuggling of whisky among 
the Indians, as well as tho prevention of 
crime. 

Mr. Tolmie hoped the Dominion Gov- 
ernment would heed tho resolution to 
which he gave Lis heartiest support, both 
"n the interests of tho native tribes and 
tho revenue of tho Dominion. 
The resolution passed. 

KOOTENAT UAlli. 

Mr, Galbraith asked Hon. Mr. Elliott, 
what action, if any, has the Government 
taken in regard to a Resolntion of this 
House, passed the Wth March, 1877, nsk- 
His Honor tho Lient. -Governor to 
urge upon the Dooiinion Government tho 
absolute necessity of establishing a 
monthly mail baiiweon Victoria andKoot- 
enoy? 

Hon. Mr. EUiott stated that the resolu- 
tion of tho House had been forwarded to 

tho Dominion Government with a request 
that it might receive their early attention. 
The receipt of the resolution had been 
acknowledged. 

CONSTITOTION AilEKDUENT DILL. 

Mr. Beaveu resumed the debate on the 
Bill, speaking to his amendment for the 
insertion of a clauso in tho measure ron- 
dering it inoporativo until consented to 
by the people. He contended a radical 
change in the eonstitntion was proposed 
to be made that tbe people had never 
asked for, and full details of which had 
not been made known to them. As tho 
House •was so evenly divided on the sub- 
ject it was only reasonable that tho Gov- 
ernment should submit tbe queBtion to 
the decision of the people. With refer- 
ence to the fact that public meetings, 
with one exoeption, had not been held to 
condemn the bill, tho hon. member said 
Victoria had hold a meeting on a form- 
er occasion to instruct tho Pronsier as to 
bis policy on the railway question, but 
it wai found that tho Premier dis- 
regarded the wish of that meeting and it 
was not likely that the city would again 
resort to such a course for instructing tho 
Attorney General, who on tho occasion 
alluded to bad fortified Lia position by 
circulating a petition which wi^s signed 
by only 50 voters, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — ^The petition vas 
signed by somo 350 voters. (Hear.) I 
had nothing to do with its circulation. 

Mr. Beareii denied the Btntement, and 
continued at some length to repeat his 
utterances relative to indemnity, repre- 
sentation and organic changes, 

Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment out 
of order on the ground that it was irre- 
gular for the House to instruct the Com 
mittee to insert the clause, inasmuch as 
the Committee already had power to do 
so without any inBtruotioarWliatever 

Mr. Walkom contended thatthe amend- 
ment did not contain an instrnotion, but 
simply a declaratory statement, and was 
consequently in order. 

Mr. Speaker quoted from Oookburn's 
decisions to sustain his ruling. 

After further debate the ameg^cuent 
w.ts withdra,wn. 

Mr. Bei>ven then moved in further 
amendment that the House resolve itself 
into Committee " this day six months." 

Mr. Smith moved tba previous ques- 
tion. Ruled out of order. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon asked what Mr 
Beoven meant by submitting the question 
to the people? Did he call a few public 
meetings of the people? The only manner 
in which tho people could be reached was 
by holding a gonoral election. The hon. 
gentleman deprecated tlie personalities 
resorted to by the Opposition and said 
that Bt'sme of them having been Cabinet 
Ministers shoald be ashamed of each a 
eonrse of prooedare;' ' The Mnior-siiBibar 



for Victoria City had let the cat out of the 
bag when he stated that a Government 
supporter might be taken siok and then 
the vote on the measure would be even. 
The Opposition were waiting then until a 
Qovernmeht supporter fell ill, and delay- 
ing the business of the country for the 
sake of obtaining a tie vote. Hon. mem- 
bers opposite had accused Government 
supporters of not representing tho wishes 
of their constituencies, but that was a 
taunt just as ridiculous as thereat of their 
aasertions, The only way to solve that 
question would bo at the next general 
oleotion, when candidates would make the 
increased representation a plauk in thoir 
platform. If a majority of tho electors 
thought the Government were wrong for 
introducing the Bill then they would re- 
turn candidates to oppose the Govern- 
xaent and oust them from oiHce. (Hear, 
near.) Ho was, however, quite pr^ared 
to take his chauue before his constituents, 
and if thoy thought tho Government bad 
acted unwisely he was willing to accept 
their verdict. He had nothing to fear at 
their hands. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Walkem said that tho present Gov- 
ernment was wn'donbtedlj the worst that 
bad ever existed nnder the form of Be- 
sponsiblo Government. This is what he 
wished to have been uudorotood to have 
slated tho other day. With roferenco to 
the measure under discussion ho contend- 
ed that it should bo made a teat question 
with tho people boforo tho change was 
made. It wati ridiculous to make the 
obango first and then ask the 33 members 
to vote for a reduction of their number. 
It was not to bo supposed thutoae of them 
would consent to an abandonment of tho 
newly formed electoral lines which when 
once laid down would secure to almost 
every head of every familj' iu tho Province 
an individual representative. He again 
oonteudod that three ropreHOUt.'ttivos were 
quite sufficient for Cariboo and that tbe 
District did not wifih for or want favors. 
Okauugan and Kuiulooiis Hhotild bo ono 
District will, ono niomber; Nicola and 
Ynlo ono District with perhaps two mem- 
bers. Ho thought the Province should 
profit by the lesson of Manitoba which, 
with a population of 25,000, had abolish- 
ed the upper House, out down expenses, 
and was oouteut with 24. roprosentativoa. 
Lot hou. members then conflno thoir 
efforts to pass soma practical measure and 
not to a blind determination to push 
through a bill unsuitable to tho require- 
ments of the country and ono which in- 
creased the o,\penso of legislation. He 
regretted so much faction bad been shown 
and feared that anything bo might say 
would have no eCfect ob tho supporters of 
tho Government. (Hear, hoar.) He in- 
tended to oppose tho bill to the utmost at 
its every stage. 

Mr. Fisher said that having spoken to 
tho principle of the bill bo would content 
himself with replying to ttie speeches of 
the Opposition. Thoy had not yot shown 
why Cassiar and Nanaimo should not have 
additional representation. If it wore ad- 
mitted that those Districts should receive 
additional members why t hould not others 
similarly situated ? The Ministry had 
previously been taunted because they had 
not introduced a bill to provide a member 
for Cassiar and ono more for Nnnaimo, and 
now that they had gone a step further and 
introduced o measure of general reform 
tho very men who had clamored for the 
bill now opposed it. [Hoar, hear.] The 
hon. gentleman then proceeded to review 
the conduct of the Walkem Government 
in disregarding tho vote of the people in 
favor of S5 per day rather than 88. That 
ho oontondoci showed the value of an ap- 
peal to the pi^ojjle under the lata Govern- 
ment. Ho held that the measure if faulty 
could be amended iu Committee and re- 
garded tbe loudly prof cased qualities of the 
Opposition with a feeling of suspicion. In 
England tho people bad been educated up 
to measures of rr-foi ra; thoy had not want- 
ed them at first but they now saw the 
great value of them. If it were constitu- 
tional to give a member to Cassiar and 
Nanaimo without appeal to the ijeoplo 
why was it not to do so to other Dis- 
tricts? 

Mr. Evans considorod that tbe proposi- 
tions of tho Opposition to tho Govern- 
ment were very fair and deserving of 
great consideration. Tho hou. gentle- 
man then wont on to say that memberif 
on the Government side did not represent 
their oonstituenta, and on "names" being 
called, mentioned the senior member for 
Esquimau. 

Mr. Fisher rose and said he had been 
returned on an independent ticket, and 
wanted to know how dare the hon. gen- 
tleman spoak for his (Mr, F.'s) consti- 
tuents? But it was like him to m»ke 
statemeats whioh he knew nothing about, 
and to make statements whioh wore incor- 
rect. Perhaps he had seen one or even 
two ef his (Mr. F.'s) constituonts; but 
how daro he to presume to speak for 130 
of them? .The remark was ungentlemanly 
and truly obaraoteristio of tho hon. gen- 
tleman. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Speaker called both hon. gentle- 
men to order, and said he would be 
obliged to enforce his authority if such 
scones were not at once put a stop to, and 
requested Mr. Evans to speak to tho 
question. 

Mr. Smith said that if tho hon. gentle- 
man's eloquence wore equal to his voice 
that he wonld be a perfect Demosthenes 
or some one else. (Great laughter.) The 
Bill ho considered was much wanted. 
He had considered tho question for a long 
timo and was fully satisfied that it was 
good. With regard to dividing tho 
agricultural from tho mineral districts, 
as proposed at Alexandria, ho felt 
certain that it was mnob desired and that 
the people in the above named district 
would heartily support it. Insinuations 
had been cast on members supporting the 
Government that tbey did not represent 
theii oonstituoats and that thoy were 
slaves to the Government. As far os ho 
was concerned he did reproeont his con- 
stituents, and had been returned as a 
purely indepondont member. He had 
supported the leader of tho Opposition 
till he could do so no longer, and then 
had gone over to the other side of Jor- 
dan. (Laughter.) He supported the 
present government for the same reason 
that ha had joined tbom, namely, because 
the policy they bad in.tugurated was one 
ho had advocated for years, and ho felt 
confident that if he were to go before his 
constituents to-moi'rowhe would be re- 
turned again. 

Mr. W. Brown spoko at some length in 
favor of the amendment, during which he 
accused his colleague of being a flopper. 

Mr. Armstrong requested the attend- 
ance in the House of ihp twq members for 
New Westminster, and regretted that 
they did not appear, as tho question was 
one of serious import to Now Westmin- 
ster. .Aiter reviewing the several dis-. 
triots and their votes, ho said he ^id not 
consider th8t:New Westminbter. had 'ever 
been .furly represented, 'and he hoped 



that the Government would, before it was 
too late, alter the Bill to give that oon 
stituency a representation equal to 
the importance of tho place. 

Mr. Morrison said he know in support 
ing this Bill that he was carrying out the 
wishes of his constituents. ( Hear, hear.. 
It had been said that tba people in bis 
district and in others hud not been able to 
express an opinion on the Bill, and his 
colleague had said he had received letters 
stating that nothing was known of the 
Bill. He (Mr. M.) hod also a letter, and 
in that letter, written by a firm supporter 
of the leader of tbe Opposition, it was 
stated that The Colonist bad been receiv- 
ed, and there was great joy in Clinton over 
the prospect of being separated from Lil- 
looet. 'The hon. gentleman then proceed- 
ed to speak of the ottacks mudu on him of 
inoonsiatenox ''°d of what tho member 
for Victoria District (Jfr. Humphreys) 
htid said about a gentleuann returning his 
horse. Ho know great latitude was allow- 
ed the Opposition in a debate; but ho did 
not know before that they could insult 
any hou. gentleman with impunity. Tho 
leader of tho Opposition wonld at least 
give him credit for conaistenoy, for ho 
knewthatho (Mr. M.) had stated on the 
hustings that he could not support tbe 
Walkem administration. Ho had ever 
since kept to his pledges faithfully and 
had no fear of his constituents. The Bill 
be would firmly support, because he be- 
lli, vod the present system of representa- 
tion not only to be inadequate, bntin 
Boma instances almost injurious to the 
country. It was necessary to separate 
tho mining from tbe agricultural districts, 
and it was wished by the people that cer- 
tain districts should be divided. He felt 
certain from the letter ho had received 
that his constituents were most decidedly 
in favor of tho Bill. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
to-doy.

Bold Burglaries. 

Johnson street was, ou Tuesday night, 
the scene of two daring burglaries. Somo 
person or persons broke into P. Ouster- 
hout'a store through the front door, ran- 
sacked tho till of about 820 in American 
and Mexican trade dollars, and stole four 
dark lanterns, n lamp, ttvo hatchets, a 
chisel, large auger, file, keyhole saw and 
other articles. They are supposed to have 
next gone to tho rear of Glover's clothing 
store, next door to tho Colonial Hotel, 
where, after trying the windows, they at- 
tempted to remove the bricks near the 
door. This failing,they set to work to cat 
away a strong barricade of two-inch deal 
secured to the door by an iron bar. After 
cutting ono board through their work be- 
came comparatively easy, and after smash- 
ing iu the fanlight thoy crept into the 
store and removed about 832 iu silver, and 
various articles of underclothing, to the 
value of $100.. They also ransaoked a 
lady's trunk. The articles stolen were 
then removed through tho fanlight and 
the robbers decamped, leaving the tooli 
whioh they had stolen from Oustarhout's 
behind them. A Frenchman living over 
the store, and who heard them at work, 
^ot up with the intention of seeing who 
it was, but on getting to., the top of tho 
back stairs saw a man poeri<)d on tho waioh 
at tbe foot. He then went to the front 
stairs; but there also a man was on the 
watch, so iio, thinking discretion the 
better part of valor, retreated hack to his 
room. Ho states that ho hoard tba noise 
first about 1 o'clock and says that it con- 
tinued for over two hours. Ho knew what 
they wore doing, but was too frighten- 
ed to give the alarm and dare not attempt 
to tackle the two watchors. No clue has 
been obtained as to who the burglars were; 
but it appears certain that whoever they 
were they woro well acquainted with both 
promises and must have watched Mr. 
Glover close up while he put the money 
away, as he had placed it carefully in a 
hose box, filling it in with hose and plac- 
ing it among a largo quantity of the same. 
The police say that with the streota in a 
Btate of Egyptian darkness there is abso- 
lutely no protection for life or property, 
and thoy are powerless to oatoh or iden- 
tify the nightprowlers who slip by them 
in tho dark gloom.

Tenders were read for the oonatraotion 
of a eulvert on Johnson street. • 

On motion of Coun. Marvin the street 
committeo was empowered to call for ten- 
ders for a cedar box drain in lieu of a 
brick culvert. 

Tho bylaw fixing the date for the return 
of the assessment roll was read a second 
time and passed. 

CITY HALL. 

Tho bylaw for the eroctiou of n city 
hall and public market on Douglas street, 
then came up for second reading. 

Coun. Todd asked how much the build- 
ing was going to cost. It was wrong to 
adopt tho principle of the bylaw without 
that information. 

Coun. Dalby said a clause in the bylaw 
limited tho expenditure to 810,000 out of 
the current revenue. 

Conn. Turner suggested that the words 
ourront revenue be struck oat and the 
word overdraft be sabstituted. The city 
had no current revenue at present. 

Conn. Todd said tho bj-l aw stated that 
tho hall should be built according to 
plans and specifications prepared by Mr. 
Teague. No such plans had yet been 
placed before the council, and he thought 
it decidedly improper to pass the bylaw 
until they knew what sort of a bnilding 
the city would have. 

Coun. Williams said that the plans had 
boon prepared for tho past four or five 
years and could bo seen at Mr. Teagno's 
office. Ho was surprised at Coun. Todd 
who had promised to back him (Coun. 
W.) in the city hall matter; but now ho 
had turned his ooat and was doing svoiy- 
thing to baflle the wish of the Oonnoil. 

Coun. Todd said he would support 
Coun. Williams if he went the right way 
about the matter, 

Coun. Dalby said the supporters of the 
scheme did not wish to do anything to 
cripple the revenue of the city, and con- 
tended that they oould very well take 
89,000 out of tho revenue of tho city with- 
out interfering in any manner with neces- 
sary street repairs. 

Coun. Todd said that ho had never 
pledged himself to support a scheme for 
tho city hall if it would oripplo the cur- 
rent revenue, and it waB monstrous to 
take 810,000 when streets needed repair- 
ing and other'works of real neoessity were 
retarded for lack of funds. (Applause.) Ho 
dared the supportora of the present 
scheme to submit the bylaw to tho rate- 
payers. Thoy wore afraid of defeat; but 
so long as he was in the Council ho in- 
tended to stand up for the rights of tho 
people. He had had nothing to do with 
getting up petitions. They originated 
with the ratepayers. 

1 Coun. Turner said it was very strange 

io ask tbo Council tcs vote for the bylaw 
.rtvithout plans being produced. Those 
■prepared years ago had no public market 
' laid out on thero, and a market had now 

been introduced as a piece of clap-trap. 

He would move that consideration of the 
Ujylaw bo deferred until tho plans wera 

before tho Council. 

r Coun. }Redforn denied that the last 
Council had inoieased the manioipol debt, 

'some 88,000 of which was chargeable to 
\water works account, and consequently 
hot a strictly muuioipal debt. It had beon 
said that a majority of the Council favor- 
ed the present by-law, but that was un- 
truo, Tho Mayor was opposed to it and 
ha was a Councillor hs much as any of 
them. Consequently thero were four in 
favor of it and four against. Ho main- 
tained therefore that the question should 
\bo referred to the vote of ^the ratepayers. 
\(Ayplauso.) He was quite prepared to 
iresign his seat and make it a test quos- 
iion in James Bav Ward with Conn, 
.Shakespeare. (Hear, hear.) 
. Coun. Todd was quite willing to do tho 
same with any Councillor in Yatos Street 
ard. (Applause.) 

Co.uQ< Be'dfcrn BeoondedCoan.Tnrnor's 
mendment. 

Conn. Shakespeare said he had for five 
ears been in favor of a public market 

a all the city knew. The greatest blower 
jigainst it was u man on Fort street, who 
Icnew that when it was erected bis profits 
^would bo reduced from 100 to 25 per 
bent. It was intended to submit tbo 
plans to the Council before work was 
comme^aed on i^e.oity.haU.^.i^^ Bay 
Ward was divided/^jas^'fb the nebeissity of 
the bnilding, but . be bonld not see why 
nine or teot thonaand oonld not be easily 



taken from the revenue for several years 
without interfering with the prosecution 
of necessary work on streets, ko. As 
for Coun. Redfern's challenge to make 
tho matter a test question, ho would do 
that at the next election. Look at the ex- 
pense of a new eleotion. 

Cjun. Redfern— It will be too late 
then: The mischief will be done. The 
expense will be nothing compared to the 
city hall business. 

Couu. Marvin said tho by-law only 
authorized the Council to expend a speci- 
fic sum for u specific purpose. It did not 
state that the city hall should be bnilt by 
the present council, and it was not in- 
tended by tho majority to take any undue 
advantage of tho minority of the conuoil. 
He bad conversed with persons who were 
in favor of building tho whole hall by 
floating a loan, but ho contended that 
such a Bohomo meant extra taxation, 
amounting to nearly 85,000 per year for 
somo 25 years; He therefore argued that 
it would bo much better to take somo 
810,000 out of the present year's revenue 
and have dono with tho matter at onoo. 
He felt convinced that when the council 
saw tho plans of tho proposed building, . 
the minority at present opposed to it 
would admit their error and support the 
scheme. 

The amendment was put and lost and 
Coun. Todd then moved a further amend- 
ment to the efTeot that the City Barrister 
bo instruoted tD prepare a By-law to bo 
submitted to the ratepayers for ratifica- 
tion, authorizing tho Council to negotiate 
a loan bearing interest at 7 per cent, 
for 25 yours for the constraotion of a City 
Hall and publio market. 

Coun, Bedfern seconded the amend* 
ment. 

Coun. Todd then went on to quote from 
tbo newspaper reports of hia utteranooson 
the hustings, showing that he had thon 
taken precisely the same view of the ques- 
tion as ho did at present. He contended 
it was unfair to accuse him of deviating 
from hisformer opinion when such was 
not the case. The Council at present was 
paying 10 per cent, on an overdraft at the 
Bank, and it was absurd to arguo it was 
hotter to do that than to float a loan and 
pay some 6 or 7 per cent. If the sum of 
810,000 were taken from the revenue this 
year tho streets would be robbed of their 
fair share of expondituro. In the City of 
Toronto taxation was very light indeed, 
simply because security was made aa good 
as possiblo and a system of borrowing for 
public works was adopted. It was not 
fair to make the present population bear 
tho whole burden of an undertaking whioh 
would bo of benefit for 50 years to oome. 
This would be the result if the sum of 
$10,000 wera taken out of the onrrent 
revenue. Ho again contended that it was 
right that the people should express them- 
lolves on the question. If thay favored 
it well and good, but until they did he 
would oppose the scheme to the best of 
his ability. 

Conn. Bedfern said that as the expendi- 
ture was not for an ordinary purpose the 
people were entitled to be heard on the 
subject. Ha was opposed to building the 
Hall by piecemeal. Ho was inclined to 
think that a Municipal loan of $200,000 
could bo floated on the London market at 
even a cheaper rate than Ooun. Todd bad 
stated and by such a scheme money - 
enough could be saved by difference in 
interest to build the entire City Hall 
without costing the ratepayers anything. 
He hoped Councillors would taka the 
matter into consideration before rushing 
into a wild scheme. 

Coun. Turner said tbe roads, streets 
ond gutters woro getting into a disgrace- 
ful state and instead of having the honor 
of having the best streets on the Pacific 
coast they were getting as bad as any 
others. It seemed strange to him when 
tho Province was just on the ovo of pros- 
perity that the Council should desire to 
rush into a scheme to build a small and 
insignificant Hall such as would not, with 
a largely inoroased population, bo at all 
adequate to requirements. He thought 
the idea of Conn. Redfern to consolidate 
tho various debts of tbo City was the best 
yet put forth and believed that a loan 
could bo floated on tho English market at 
five per cent. He had sorioua 
doubts as to the success of a 
public market. It had proved a failure in 
Portland, but as the people here seemed 
in favor of it he was not opposed to it; 
but ho Avas seriously opposed to the cur- 
rent revenue being frittered away in 
erecting miserable little buildings that 
in two year's time tho city would be 
ashamed iof. (Loud applause.) 

The amendment was then put and lost 
and tho by-law passed clause by clause. 

WASH h!0XJ3K8. 

A By-law to suppress nuisancoa caused 
by tho discharge of water, &c., from wash 
houses was read a first timo; second read- 
ing three weeks from date. 

OAS. 

Ooun. Todd,socondedby Conn. Turner, 
moved the following reBolntion: Thatthe 
Clerk advertise in both newspapers for 
seven days, calling for tenders to" be sent 
in on orbeforo 12 o'clock noon on the 13th 
April; tenders to atat^ rate par month for 
lighting tho »treet8 of tho city of Victoria 
for balance oi this year, 1878, by means 
of either gas or coal oil. If with gas, tiie 
same size bnrners to bo nsed and light 
given as lately furnished by the Victoria 
Gas Company; and if with coal oil, then a 
light equal to that of gas as above stated; 
the number and location of the lights to 
be the same as those latelyj^in existence in 
the city. Carried. 

Coun. Marvin moved that the city clerk 
write to the ga's company and oak Ihem 
whether they will sell out their right and 
title; and if so, for what price. He did 
this as he thought it only right that the 
city should havo their own gas works as 
they now had the water. Especially would 
this be well when it is taJked of consoli- 
dating the city debt. Carried. 
The council than adjourned. 

Arrested tor Foroeey. — A man nam- 
ed J. H. Brown, who arrived here from 
New Westminster yesterday, was arrested 
last evening by Supt. Bowden for forging 
an order for 8^2 on J. Rogers of Burrard 
Inlet. The Superintendent received in- 
telligence of the alleged forgery by tele- 
graph and captured his man at the Col- 
onial Hotel a short time afterwards..
